trated In the lowei i eniuaula of Mich 
Igao In IDU to an extent never befur* 
realized. 
Had it not been for the 
electric lines of two of the states 
handling this class of traffic the dis­ 
posal of the apple, peach, pear and 
other crops would have met w ith loss. 
Only a couple of years ago there 
was but one line of electric railway 
hauling fruit out of Berrien county 
orchards to tile steamship docks st 
Benton Harbor. 
Now there are about 
half a dozen. 
Some of the lines rush 
trains of fruit from points west of 
Elkhart, Ind., to tin* steam boat docks 
at Benton Harbor. 
These points are 
over KMT miles from Chicago, tile great 
est m arket of the entire region. Con 
slgnmenta of fruit leave the orchards 
late in the afternoon and are loaded 
into express ears and flat cars wit ti 
crated ends and sldi*«. 
Trains are run 
on fast time and stop only to pick up 
fruit, and from certain points they do 
not stop for any purpose. 
At Benton 
Harbor the fruit packages are loaded 
on great side wheel steam ers and car 
Tied through the cooling atm osphere 
of Lake Michigan, reaching Chicago 
Bisalt 4 a. rn. 
From the Chicago docka 
the big supply lntewk*d for consump­ 
tion in a city of over 2.<MM».n00 people 
is distributed early in the forenoon. 
But Chicago does not begin to take 
all of the fruit produced by the great 
orchards of two states. 
Millions of 
packages are ahlpped off over most of 
the twenty-five different railroads ra­ 
diating from the city. 
They are haul­ 
ed from the docks to the depots and 
there are given to the express compa­ 
nies operating on the railroads. 
It la 
st this point that the advantage of 
shipping across the lake comes In. 
Had moat of these shipments been sent 
by rail the cars could not hsve been 
given to the belt line In time to con 
nect with tile outgoing trains In the 
morning, and thus serious damage to 
fast ripening fruit might have been 
done. 
The steamboat company could 
not have got the products of distant 
oivhards had It not been for the rapid 
electric lines, so that It is only by a 
combination of the work of three dif­ 
ferent means of transportation that It 
has been possible to m arket phenome 
nally big cropa of fruit. 
The rate of 
ttie entire electric and lake haul la not 
more than the cost of one direct ship 
merit by rail to the same point, and In 
some instances it Is less. 
Another advantage of shipping fruit 
by electric lines Is that refrigeration 
la unnecessary.—Country Gentleman.

After keeping them dry and 
out of the wind auy attem pt to keep 
their quarter* warm will likely ti# 
more harm than good, but wool la not 
a very good windbreak and ta a very 
poor protection against water. 
Drying of wet wool I* due princi­ 
pally to the best from the body of th# 
ahe**p.

flens e ,,ff the Sheep and he will be con 
vin* cd 
It is well known that It take# 
a lot of heat to evaporate a little wa 
ter. and thla beat must come from th# 
feed that ought to t»e making m arket­ 
able wool or m utton Instead of going 
off Into the air.

“To grant a respite in so plain a 
case would be to set a precedent, 
would be to temporize with the law 
and to entourage appeals to the su­ 
preme court with the sole purpose of 
gaining time. I believe the best way to 
prevent such crimes as this is to 
punish 
them 
adequately, 
certainly, 
speedily. Therefore the judgment of 
the circuit court of Chesterfield will 
be carried into effect without Inter­ 
ference front me.” 
Beattie's father told the prisoner 
in the death cell of the penitentiary 
that the governor had refused all aid 
Beattie received the news in silence, 
the guards say, hut his iron nerve 
gave way at last, and he was visibly 
affected at the loss of his last hope.

Regiment to Guard Railway Be­ 


tween Pekin and Sea. 


IS 
NOT 
INTERVENTION 


United States W ill Not T sk s Sides In 


Struggle, But Exert Its Right Under 


the Boxer Treaty. 


Washington, Nov. 16. — The state 
department has practically decided to 
send a regiment of troops from Ma­ 
nila 
to 
Chitiwiuglao, a seaport in 
China about 250 miles from Pekin, on 
the Gulf of Lech I ii. 
The purpose is to perform an in­ 
ternational 
duty 
under 
the 
Boxer 
treaty in keeping open the line of 
communication between Pekin and the 
sea. 
It was said at the state depirfnicnt 
that request for the troops has not 
yet been made cm the war depart- 
uent, but it was momentarily expect­ 
ed. The officials were tuneful to make 
t appear that the dispatch of th ‘*se 
troops to Chins would be absolutely 
without any political meaning and the 
movement was not to be construed as 
intervention. 
Under the treaty which terminated 
the Boxer troubles, the United States 
with other powers, was accorded the 
privilege of 
maintaining a military 
force along the line of railway be­ 
tween Pekin and the sea in order to 
guard against such an event as the 
siege of 
the 
legations during the 
Boxer uprising 
Beyond the maintenance of a ma 
•due guard of IOU men (only recently 
And temporarily inc reased to 20b), the 
United States has uever availed itself 
of this permission, and it has fallen 
to the lot of other nations—princ ipally 
Great Britain, France and Japan—to 
maintain small garrisons along the 
line of the road from Tien Tsln to 
Pe* n 
It is leit that it is now int urn 
bt 
upon the United States to per­ 
form its part of this duty, hence the 
decision to employ some troops to 
-iupplement the marine guard 
The fac t that the force to be dis 
uatt-hed will be limited to one regi 
inent is in itself sn indication that 
there is no intention on the part or 
the United States government of in 
duiging in auy large military demon 
Stratton in China, or of taking aides 
in the present great struggle for su

gestlre apparatus of neither of these 
classes of animals is fitted to care for 
the large amount of water and fiber 
contained in ensilage. This means that 
horses and bogs cannot eat enough of 
silage to constitute a ration. 
Cattle 
and sheep can do this, however, and 
there Is no more profitable feed for 
them when properly fed. Silage Is not n 
complete ration for the work of growth, 
milk or iieef production.
